From that time tire production 


has steadily increased In this country, 
until for many years Ihe fentire ampunt 
consumed here has been produced at 
home. 
We now have some thirty-five 


cordage and binding twine factories in 
this country, which disburse annually the 
sum of *3,(X»,000 among the wage :earn- 
ers. Ir Massachusetts alone some'20,000 
people are dependent upon this industry 
for a livelihood. 


The duly on binding twlue is now only 


seven-tenths of one cent a, pound apd the 
price to th- consumer has been reduced 


- by hone competition Irom seventeen 


cents to seven andone-h^if cents'a pound. 
It hns keen figured that it requires from 
one and a quarter to one and a half pounds 
of twine for an acre of gralm How if we 
were to admit that the duty is added to 
the cost, which, however, is not-true, It 
would f monnt to the magnificent sum of 
one cen: an acre, or less than one mill to 
a bushel of grain. But this is not all. In
